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metals are recovered from the 
leach solution and the PGM values 
are recovered from the residue 
or the leach solution, depending 
on the selective leaching. The 
non-selective precipitation of the 
PGM values and base metals is 
carried out by controlled reduction 
of the pH of the pregnant solution 
or leachate to a pH of about 2. 
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
